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The rejection of claims 23-40 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Livesey et al., is maintained. 

The rejection of claims 23-40 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hill et al., and Livesey et al., is maintained. 

Despite the amendments, it is the position of the Office that the rejections should be maintained for the following reason. It is noted that the 
amendment and arguments are drawn to viable cells and assert that the prior art does not recite viable cells. Livesey specifically teach 
WBC in detailed paragraph 10, and go on to specifically state that the resulting suspension "maintains biological activity" (detailed 
paragraph 12) which would be equivalent to viable cells. It is agreed that some cells will be rendered non-viable by the preservation 
method, but the whole point of Livesey is to minimize this deleterious effect. Therefore even if only 1 or 2% of WBC remain viable after 
freezing and drying it would be enough to meet the limitation of "including viable cells." Thus, for these reasons the rejections are 
maintained. 

The rejection of claims 23 and 25 under 35 USC 112 2 nd paragraph is withdrawn in view of applicants arguments and amendments. 
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
